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1.  JOURNALISE  GROUPS: 

Those  having  groups  interested 
in  Journalism  should  direct  the  inter- 
est of  the  groups  in  the  right  direct- 
ion. There  is  a new  booh  "Breaking  in- 
to Print",  by  Fraser  Bond,  which  should 
prove  to  be  very  practical  for  a begin- 
ning group  in  Journalism.  This  book  sel- 
ls for  $2.00  per  copy  and  is  published 
by  the  McGraw-Hill  Book  Co.,  Hew  York 
City.  There  should  be  a copy  of  this 
book  in  all  camps  having  a camp  paper, 
as  well  those  with  a few  men  interest- 
ed in  Journalism. 

2.  COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  GENERAL  SHOP: 

In  the  March  issue  of  Industrial 
Arts  and  Vocational  Education,  there 
is  given  a course  of  study  for  train- 
ing in  the  following  vocations: 

Woodworking,
